The objectiv es were: 
1. “ I felt I had to reduce the 
enemy ’s potential in that area 
(the eastern front) to prev ent 
a possible offensiv e.

“ The Eighth Army had to 
remain activ e. If any army 
doesn’t practice, it becomes 
soft. Then, if the enemy hits, 
it can’t defend itself.’ 
Van Fleet said Eighth Army 
losses in the bitter fighting on 
Heartbreak Ridge hav e been 
“ moderate.” 
‘But,” he added, “ in com­ 
parison to the good that has 
been done, they hav e been ex ­ 


tremely light.” 
He said the Communists are 
using “ sucker tactics" in at­ 
tempting to defend K o r e a n 
mountain peaks. Van Fleet ex ­ 
plained : 
“ The Communists hav e been 
suckers. They ’v e t h r o w n in 
counterattacks up to two regi­ 
ments in size. And our artil­ 
lery has mowed them down. 


“ They hav e been so frantic 
to retain the position that their 
casualties hav e been just fan­ 
tastic.” 
After his public announce­ 
ment of the beginning of the 
Allied Autumn offensiv e, Van 
Fleet predicted that the Com­ 
munists will probably fight a 
defensiv e war in “ the foresee­ 
able future.” 


“ We are still better t h an

that the Allies did not increase 
their strength 
substantially , 
because they did not need to. 
“ He needed to build up — I 
didn't.”

Present Offensive Keeps 
8 th Army From ‘Going Soft 


IN KOREA, 
Oct. 
I—Gen. 
James A. Van Fleet said to­ 
day one of the reasons for the 
Summer and Fall Korean cam­ 
paigns is to keep his Eighth 
Army from going soft. 
The 
outspoken 
field 
com­ 
mander declared he had three 
main objectives in his Sum­ 
mer campaign in which t h e 
Communists lost the "just fan­ 


tastic" number of 188,237 men 
in four months. 
The objectives were: 
1. "I felt I had to reduce the 
enemy’s potential in that area 
(the eastern front) to prevent 
a possible offensive. 
2. "I wanted to shorten our 
line 
in 
the 
mountains 
and 
drive the enemy from com­ 
manding terrain. 


3. 
"The Eighth Army had to 
remain active. If any army 
doesn’t practice, it becomes 
soft. Then, if the enemy hits, 
it can’t defend itself.’ 
Van Fleet said Eighth Army 
losses in the bitter fighting on 
Heartbreak Ridge have been 
“ moderate.” 
‘But,” he added, "in com­ 
parison to the good that has 
been done, they have been ex­ 


tremely light.” 
Ile said the Communists are 
using "sucker tactics" in at­ 
tempting to defend K o r e a n 
mountain peaks. Van Fleet ex­ 
plained: 
"The Communists have been 
suckers. They’ve t h r o w n in 
counterattacks up to two regi­ 
ments in size. And our artil­ 
lery has mowed them down. 


"They have been so frantic 
to retain the position that their 
casualties have been just fan­ 
tastic.” 
After his public announce­ 
ment of the beginning of the 
Allied Autumn offensive, Van 
Fleet predicted that the Com­ 
munists will probably fight a 
defensive war in "the foresee­ 
able future.” 


"We are still better t h a n 
they are,” the Eighth Army 
commander 
asserted 
during 
the interview in which he said 
that the Allies did not increase 
their strength 
substantially, 
because they did not need to. 
"He needed to build up —- I 
didn't,” 
summarized 
V a n 
Fleet. 
The soft-spoken, 59-year-old 
general circled on his battle 


map four giant Communist 
buildup areas facing the Allies 
on the western, central a n d 
eastern fronts. He said: 
"As a whole, he (the enemy) 
has a potential for a major of­ 
fensive. 
"But his current a c t i o n s 
point to a continued defense 
. . .at least for the foreseeable 
future.” 


Before the Summer offensive 
began, Van Fleet said, tho 
Communists 
literally w e r e 
looking down 
on the main 
Eighth Army supply routes in 
the east. He added: 
"You couldn’t go one hun­ 
dred yards In front of our line 
without running into the en­ 
emy.

In this column I have so often 
und so strongly urged parents to 
require their children over six 
or seven to 
do some 
regular 
jobs about the home, that some 
of my readers tend to attempt 
to effect such requirements too 
early. 
Perhaps I have not 
made 
clear that requirements, 
ex ­ 
cept for some routines, are not 
easily enforced in ti e average 
child under six or seven. 
He hardly has had sufficient 
earlier ex perience to enable him 
to profit from a penalty for fail­ 
ing to do an assigned job, espe­ 
cially if it is long and tedious. 
A mother writes of her son, 
5 1-2: “ We give him chores to 
do once in a while, such as pick- ' 
ing up papers from the 
drive­ 
way. He dawdles, t a k i n g as 
much as four or five hours to get 
it done, crying, making numer­ 
ous ex cuses every fifteen 
min­ 
utes, or trying to get his play­ 
mates to help him with the job. 
“ I have recently begun to give 
him regular jobs, at the sa me 
time giving him a weekly allow­ 
ance of five cents. He is sup­ 
posed to carry out the garbage 
•and dry silverware, pots a n d 
pans twice a day. also make his 
bed every day. These he 
does 
without too much argument or 
delay. The question is: Should 
he get the allowance even when 
he slips up on his \v*>rk, and 
should he be allowed to use this 
money as he plea ses? ” 
• 
* 
* 
IN SUBSTANCE, 
I replied: 
Your purposes arc ex cellent but 
you ex pect too much of that lad 
so young. Perhaps you or Dad 
should help him pick up the pa ­ 
pers from the drive. His winning 
his pla yma tes to help him seems 
commendable to me. 
Though assignment of the reg­ 
ular jobs you name seems a bit 
early, you appear to be getting 


pretty good results. You imply 
that you do considerable urging 
and arguing to make him do the 
jobs and earn the reward, which 
he is sure to 
get 
anyway. 
It 
would be better to give him the 
nickel a week as an allowance 
not in connection with the jobs; 
otherwise, as he 
grows 
older, 
you will have increasing prob­ 
lems in causing him really 
to 
earn the larger portion of money 
he will need. 
Besides, the child paid 
for 
regular jobs about the home 
hardly 
gains the feeling of 
being a 
responsible, sharing 
members of the family. (My 
bulletins, 
“ Allowa nces” 
and 
“ How To Teach Your Child To 
Help at Home” ma y be had in 
a stamped envelope sent me 
in care of this paper.) 
Perhaps you should let 
him 
spend the nickel as he chooses. 
But if you can prevail on him to 
keep the nickel he receives this 
week to put with the nickel he 
will receive nex t week in order 
to get something for a dime, you 
will have helped him make the 
most important step in u s i n g 
money wisely. 
Unfortunately, 
most 
parents 
think of an allowance as mere 
pocket money. When the child is 
seven or eight, 
his 
allowance 
should be budgeted to include 
the few regular necessa ry 
ex ­ 
penditures he will have plus a 
sma ll amount to do with as he 
pleases. 
Measure your s u c c e s s 
at 
teaching him to help at home 
by the degree to which he does 
each rq^ular job under his own 
supervision—without 
being 
re­ 
minded when to do it or urged 
to do it. To this end you might 
consider it wise to omit one or 
two of the jobs you have assign­ 
ed him up to now. Most of all, 
aim to avoid arguing and ja w­ 
ing.

L O N G B E A C H , Cal.—Apply a 
little electricity to the hull of a 
ship, and the hull will remain 
almost rust-free. 
Called cathodic protection, this 
corrosion-preventive was tried on 
the Navy’s 1,000-ton floating dry- 
dock AFDL-12 off Long Beach. 
Unlike painting, which requires 
constant inspection and mainte­ 
nance, only a small amount of 
electric current protects the en­ 
tire underwater hull. 
To prepare the ship for the 
test, a copper line, called a buss, 
was run completely around her 
deck. For protection, a graphite 


anode, connected to the buss, was 
lowered to the bottom of the 
ocean. An 8-amp. rectifier forced 
current into the ship, which be­ 
came the cathode. 
Sea organisms attached them­ 
selves to the bottom of the ship, 
but no rust appeared. 
Tests proved so successful the 
U. S. Maritime commission is try­ 
ing the stunt on vessels at sea. 
Magnesium anodes 
that make 
their own current are used. The 
Navy is considering laying big 
anode beds in harbors frequented 
by its ships. By tying into the 
anode circuit, a vessel automat­ 
ically would be protected from 
rust while berthed.

m ates to help him with the job. 
“ I have recently begun to give 
him regular jobs, at the sam e 
tim e giving him a weekly allow­ 
ance of five cents. He is sup­ 
posed to carry out the garbage 
and dry silverware, pots 
a n d 
' pans twice a day, also make his 
bed every day. These he 
does 
without too much argument or 
delay. The question is: Should 
he get the allowance even when 
he slips up on his w$>rk, and 
should he be allowed to use this 
money as he pleases?”

IN SUBSTANCE, 
I replied: 
Your purposes arc excellent but 
you expect too much of that lad 
^ so young. Perhaps you or Dad 
should help him pick up the pa­ 
pers from the drive. His winning 
his playm ates to help him seem s 
com mendable to me. 
Though assignm ent of the reg­ 
ular jobs you name seem s a bit 
early, you appear to be getting 


pretty good results. You imply 
that you do considerable urging 
and arguing to make him do the 
jobs and earn the reward, which 
he is sure to 
get 
anyway. 
It 
would be better to give him the 
nickel a week as an allowance 
not in connection with the jobs; 
otherwise, as he 
grow*s 
older, 
you will have increasing prob­ 
lem s in causing him really 
to 
earn the larger portion of money 
he will need. 
Besides, the child paid 
for 
regular jobs about the home 
hardly 
gains the feeling 
of 
being a 
responsible, sharing 
m em bers of the fam ily. (My 
bulletins, 
“ Allowances” 
and 
“ How To Teach Your Child To 
Help at Home” may be had in 
a stamped envelope sent me 
in care of this paper.) 
Perhaps you should let 
him 
spend the nickel as he chooses. 
But if you can prevail on him to 
keep the nickel he receives this 
week to put with the nickel he 
will receive next week in order 
to get something for a dime, you 
will have helped him make the 
most important step in u s i n g 
money wisely. 
Unfortunately, 
most 
parents 
think of an allowance as mere 
pocket money. When the child is 
seven or eight, 
his 
allowance 
should be budgeted to include 
the few' regular necessary 
ex­ 
penditures he will have plus a 
sm all amount to do w’ith as he 
pleases. 
Measure your s u c c e s s 
at 
teac hing him to help at home 
by the degree to which he does 
each regular job under his own 
supervision—without 
being 
re­ 
minded when to do it or urged 
to do it. To this end you might 
consider it wise to omit one or 
two of the jobs you have assign­ 
ed him up to now. Most of all, 
aim to avoid arguing and jaw­ 
ing.

LONG BEACH, Cal. -Apply a 
little electricity to the hull of a 
ship, and the hull will remain 
almost rust-free. 
Called cathodic protection, this 
corrosion-preventive was tried on 
the Navy’s 1,000-ton floating dry* 
dock AFDL-12 off Long Beach. 
Unlike painting, which requires 
constant inspection and mainte­ 
nance, only a small amount of 
electric current protects the en­ 
tire underwater hull. 
To prepare the ship for the 
test, a copper line, called a buss, 
was run completely around her 
deck. For protection, a graphite 


anode, connected to the buss, w as 
lowered to the bottom of the 
ocean. An 8-amp. rectifier forced 
current into the ship, which be­ 
came the cathode. 
Sea organisms attached them­ 
selves lo the bottom of the ship, 
but no rust appeared 
Tests proved so successful the 
U. S. Maritime commission is try­ 
ing the stunt on vessels at sea. 
Magnesium anodes 
that make 
their own current are used. The 
Navy is considering laying big 
anode beds in harbors frequented 
by its ships. By tying into the 
anode circuit, a vessel automat­ 
ically would be protected from 
rust while berthed.

on newly developed hog chol­ 
era vaccines at the American 
Veterinary

tion's recent national conven­ 
tion in Milwaukee cam e away 
convinced that 
the 
products 
deserve a full 
and 
extended 
trial. 
R esearch that led to the pro­ 
duction 
of the 
new-type 
v a c ­ 
cines, all of 
which 
are 
m ade 
from a modified live virus, dates 
back several years, but this is 
the first year that the products 
will get into wide use in farm 
herds. 
Even so, distribution will be 
carefully regulated at first be­ 
cause the 
m anufacturers 
and 
federal licensing 
author i t i e s 
want to avoid slip-ups that might 
cloud final 
evaluation 
of 
the 
products. For this reason, pri­ 
m ary em phasis will I e on use 
directly by or under the super 
vision of a veterinarian. 


RESTRICTIONS being impos­

Armenian church in Fresno has 
broken aw ay from its rn o t h e r 
church in Soviet Arm enia on the 
grounds its directives w ere So­ 
viet propaganda and that heads 
of the church are “ prisoners of 
Russia." 
The rupture was m ade by the 
Armenian Holy Trinity 
church, 
whose congregation voted unani­ 
m o u s on the issue at a special 
meeting. 
Rev. 
Igehishe 
N ekahitarian, 
pastor of the church, declared 
the directives were against the 
American 
governm ent 
a n d 
American policies and that the 
mother church was being used 


as a propaganda agency by the 
Soviet government. 
The pastor said it is felt the 
catholicos (heads of the church) 
are virtually prisoners of the So­ 
viet government. 
The congregation w as told of 
I several directives received from 
the holy see in Armenia. One di­ 
rective ordered the church to 
denounce what the Communists 
call American aggression in Ko­ 
rea and demand withdrawal of j 
United Nations troops from Ko­ 
rea. 
Another directive called upon 
the congregation in America to 
observe the anniversary of the 
date Armenia joined the Soviet 
Union, which falls on Nov. 29. 
An earlier directive called
